It is time the NeYada press began 


to stir np the subject of caring for 
insane at homo. The Legislature 
will*soon meet and there ought to 
be an understanding arrived at as to 
the best course to pursue. The Bev- 
eille maues the subjoined remarks: 


We feel moved to propound a 


query, which, perhaps, the Carson 
papers can answer. Of all the insane 
patients sent to tho private insane 
asylum of Drs. Inngdsn and Clark, 
at Stockton, California, under the 
contract between the State and those 
gentlemen for the care of tbe Nevada 
insane, how many have ever been 
discharged cured?' We do not wish 
to cast any reflection on tho me'lical 
ability of DCS. Langdon aud Clark, 
or to insinuate anything whatever 
against them in any respect; but we 
have noticed that but very few of tho 
of tho patients sent lo their asylum 
from this State ever get well. 
In 


fact, we have not knowledge of a sin- 
gle instance, though, 
of 
course, 


many may exist. Our only object in 
spe iking of this matter is to show 
that this State ought to have an in- 
sane asylum of liar own, within her 
own boundaries. The contractors in 
question ran an asylum, nnd, of 
course must have patients to fill it. 
A certain stated price is paid to them 
for tbe care nnd attendance oi eaca 
inmate; and when tho patient recov- 
eis, tbey lose so much revenue. 
Therefore it is not to their interest to 
discharge patients as cared.
